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THE PREFACE. 

T hath been the Wiſdom of the Church bf England, ever 
I fncethe firſt compiling ef heri publick- Liturgy, to keep 
A the Mean between the two Extremes, of too much ſtiffneſs 
in refuſing, and of too much Ealinefs in, admitting any varia- 


_ tion from it. For, as on the one fide common Experience 


fheweth, that where a change hath been made of things advil- 


Þ edly eſtabliſhed ( no evident neceſſity ſo requiring ) ſundry 
inconvenienceshave thereupon enſued ;and thoſe mary times 


more, and greater than the evils, that were intended to be re- 
medied by ſuch change'; So on the other fide, rhe particular 
Forms of divine Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies ap- 

inted to be uſed therein, being. things in.their own nature 
Fndifferent, and alterable, and ſo acknowledged ; it is but rea- 
ſonable, that upon weighty and important contiderations, 'ac- 


- cording to the various exigency of times and occaſions, ſuch 


changes and alterations ſhould be made therein, as to thoſe 
thatare in place of Authority ſhould from time to time ſeem 
£irher ve © or expedient. Accordingly we find, that in 
the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of blefle-: memory fince the Re- 
formation, the Church upon juſt and weighty conſiderations 
her thereunto moving, hath yielded to makefuch alterations 


convenient: yet ſo,as that the main Body and Efſearials of it(as 
well in the chiefeſt materials, as in the frame and order therecot) 
have ftill continued the ſame unto this day, and do yet ſtand. 
firm and unſhaken, notwithitanding all the vain attempts and 
impetuous aſſaults made againſt: it, by ſach-men asare given 


to change, and have always diſcovered a greater regard to - 


their own private fancies and intereſts,than co that:duty they 


eto the publick. | EX 
"By what - undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes 


the uſe of the Liturgy ( though enjoyned by the Laws of the 


- Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repealed) came, during the 


late unhappy cofuſions to be diſcontinued, is too wel: known to 
the World, and we arenot willing here to remember. But 
when, upon His Majefties hzppy Reſtauration it ſeemed pro- 
bable that, amongft orhcr things, the uſe of the Liturgy alfo 
would return of courſe, (the ſame having never been legally 
aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely means were uſed-to prevenc it ; 


thoſe men who under the Jate uſurped powers had made ita _ 


great part of their buſineſs to render the people dilaffcCted 
thereunto, ſaw rhemſelves in point of reputation and intereſt 
concerned (unleſs they would treely acknowledge themſelves 
ro have erred, which ſuch men are very hardly brought todo 


- with their utmoſt,cndeavours to hinder the reſtiturion theres. 
Io Ro whereanto; divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againft 
the Book of Commen-Prayer, the old ObjeMions multered pk |

ſome new ones _ than formerly had 
been made to make the number ſwell. In tne, great imporrunt- 
ties were uſed to His ſacred Majeſty, that the ſaid Book might . 
IbeReviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions there- 
| unto made, as ſhould be thoughr requiſite for the cafe of ren- 
$der Conſciences : Whereunto His Majzity our ot His pious 
Hnclinarion to give ſatisfaction (fo far as could be reaſonably 
texpcdted) to all His Subjects of what -per{walion ſoever, did 


!'” In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like 
?Moderarion, as we find to have been uſed in the like caſein 
}former times. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propo- 
ſed unto us, we have rejected all ſuch as were either of dan. 
! gerous conſequence (as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed 
| Doctrine, or laudable Pradtiſe of the Church of Exgland, or 
indeed of the whole Carholick Church of Chrift) or elſe of 
4no conſequence at all, but utterly trivolous and vain. But 
ſuch Alterations as were tendred to us {by what perſons, under 
4what pretenſes, or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred) as ſeem- 
*<ed to us in any degree requiſite or expedient, we have willing-” - 
+ly, and of our own accord aflented unto : Not enforced fo to 
do by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing us of the ne- 
ceſsiry of making the ſaid Alterations : For we arefully per- 
waded in our judgments (and we here profeſs it to the World) 
hatthe Book,as it ſtood before eftabliſhed by law,doth not con- 
ain in it any thing contrary to the Word of God,or to ſound 
ine, or which a godly man may not with a good conſci- 

ce uſe and ſubmit unto,or which is not fairly defenſible againſt 

ny that ſhall oppoſe the ſame ; if it ſhall be allowed ſuch 
conftrufion as in common equity ought to 
be allowed to all Humane Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſer 
forth by Authority, and even to the very beft Tranſlations 


ot-the holy Scripture it (elf. 
' - Our general aim therefore in this undertakin 
_ this or that pur in any their unreaſonable demands ; 
ut to do that, which to our beſt underttandings we conceived 
might moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace and Unity in the 
Church ; rhe procuring of Reverence, and exciting of Piety, 
and Devotion in the Publick Worſhip of God ; and the cutti 
off occafion from them that ſeek occafion of cavil, or quarre 
againſt the Liturgy of rhe Church. And as to the {everal 
variations from fhe former Book, whether by Alteration, 
Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this general ac- 
count,That moſt of the Alterations were made, either firſt, for 
the better diredion of them that are to officiate in any part of 
Divine Service ; which is chiefly done in the Kalendars and 
| Rubricks ; Or ſecondly,for the more proper expreſſing of ſome 
wordsor phraſes of ancient uſage, in terms more ſuitable to the 
language of the preſent So and the clearer explanationief 


was, not to 
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ſome other words and phraſes, that were gither cf doubtful + 


tignificarion, or otherwiſe Jiable, ro miſconfiruction : Or third- 
1y, for a more perfect rendring of. ſuch portions ot holy ſcrip- 
ture .2s are inſcrted into the Liturgy ; which inthe Epiſtles 
and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſandry other places are now or- 
dered to be.read according to the laſt Tranſlation : And thar it 
was thought convenient,that ſome prayers and Thankegivings, 
&tred to ſpecial occatone, ſhould be added intheir due places;

Baptiſm of ſuch as are ef r1iper years; which, although not ſo 
neceſſary when the. former Book was compiled, yer by the 
growth of Anabapriſm, through the licenciouſneſs of the late 
-times crept in amongſt us, is now become neceſſary, and ma 

bealways uſeful for the Baptizing of Natives in our Plantati- 
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-ons,and others converted: to the Faith. If any man, who ſhall | 


.dchire a more particular account /6f the -feveral Alterations

And. having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in 
this weighty affair, asin the ſight of God, and to approve our 
fincerity: therein ((o far as lay in us) to the conſciences of all 
men ; although we know it impoflible (in ſuch variety of ap- 


prehenſions, hamours,andinterefts,asare'in the world)to pleaſe .
